Clerk Boifeuillet Talks. 

Clerk Boifeuillet was in Atlanta yes- 
terday and on being: shown last night ; 
a copy of the frank and manly state- 
ment of Mr. Gresham, said: 

“Up to the present time I have 
thought it the part of wisdom not to 
enter into the public prints in reference 
to certain errors made in the enroll- 
ment of bills at the conclusion of the 
last session of the legislature, but now 
that Mr. Gresham has voluntarily as- 
sumed the responsibility, which I have 
shouldered rather than involve any- 
one else, I do not mind saying now 
ee 9 which I' would not otherwise have 
said. 

“The errors which have caused most 
criticism were made by clerks who 
have been in my employ from ten to 
fourteen years. In the thousands of 
bills handled by them, they have never : 
committed an error. These gentlemen 
occupy responsible positions, and one 
of them is a first honor graduate of 
the ‘University of Georgia. All are 
men of maturity and high character. 

How It Happened. 

“Mr. Gresham, who in a manly way 
admits the error in the Atlanta char- 
ter, is the most experienced legisla- 
tive clerk in Georgia. He was chosen 
on civil service examination from ten 
applicants, and received his position 
for superior efficiency. The sole work 
given him during the last five days of 
the session was the enrollment of the 
Atlanta charter, which made twenty- 
one (21) printed columns in the At- 
lanta papers. The engrossing and en- 
roliment of this bill alone cost me fifty- 
five ($556.00) dollars. Special stress was 
laid upon the necessity of having the 
Atlanta charter bill properly enrolled 
and the error specifying ‘1911’ for 
"1910," occurred in a section which 
frequently mentioned 1911, and speci- 
tied 1911 as the year in whioh the elec- 
tion was to occur, Therefore 1910” 
Was automatically written ‘1911.’ 

“Within the last few days of the 
legislative session it was necessary for 
me to have engrossed and enrolled, and 
to have various amendments properly 
digested, in more than two hundred 
(200) bills. Within five days after the 
adjournment of the legislature it was 
necessary to have engrossed and en- 
rolled one hundred and thirty-five 
(136) bills, a number of which were 
nearly as long as the Atlanta charter 
bill. 

“I much regret that any error has 
been made in the enrollment of these 
bills. I noticed where acts in various 
states, including New York, have fre-| 
quently involved errors, even though 
their system of having bills printed 
with large-clerical force, is in vogue. 

“Any person may commit a nerror, 
and the safeguards that I have taken 
to prevent the commission of errors 
are manifest when I state that in four- 
teen years of services the first ma- 
terial error ever committed by any of 
my force occurred this year. Then the 
errors alluded to above were made by 
the most competent, experienced and. 
educated men in Georgia. No man is| 
beyond possible error and the very best 
of us are able sometimes to make mis- 
takes: -It has always beem so and it 
will always be go.” ... :

Montgomery, Ala., September 1.—Spe- 
cial Master W. A. Gunter, appointed 
by Federal Judge Thomas G. Jones to 
hear testimony in the Alabama rail- 
road rate case, brought by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad company 
against the state of Alabama, today 
submitted to the court a report of his 
finggnss 

e finds that the Alabama rate stat-| 
utes, including the 1910 commodities 
law, reducing freight rates and the 
law decreasing passenger rates to 2% 
cents per mile, are violative of the fed- 
eral constitution upon the - three 
grounds set up by the complaining 
railroad as follows: 

1. That they directly control and in- 
terfere with the interstate traffic of 
the complainant. 

2. That they amount to class legisla- 
tion against the complainant and deny 
it the equal protection of the laws. 

8. That they are confiscatory in that 
they do not afford any fair return to 
the complainant on its property devoted 
to the public as a common carrier. 

The proceedings will, in all proba- 
bility, be taken to the federal supreme 
court,

To Arrange Their Rates Under 
Mann-Elkins Act 


Roads Given Till the First of 
the Year to Comply Wit 
Long and Short Haul Clause 
in Revising Their Passenger 


Tariffs. : 


Washington, September 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Southern railroads are to have 
several months more in which to ad- 
just their local passenger fares so as 
to comply with the long and short haul 
Clause of the Mann-Elkins interstate 
commerce law. 

Some time ago the interstate com- 
merce commission gave the southern 
roads until September 1 to so change 
their passenger tariffs. The roads in- 
Sisted that they could not revise their 
sohedules properly within the time re- 
quired. Therefore the commission to- 
day extended the time to January 1. 

The roads affected include the At- 
lantic Coast Line and g number of 
other roads operating in Georgia, the 
Carolinas, Virginia and other southern 
states. The rates affected are passen- 
ger fares between local points on the 
various lines, 

Complaint on Lumber Rates. 

The reasonabieness of lumber rates 
from Dalton, Ga., to intermediate points 
en route to Nashville, Tenn., is ques- 
tioned in a complaint filed with the 
interstate commerce commission today 
by the Farrar Lumber Company of 
Dalton, against the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railway. 

The complaint cites that the rate 
from Dalton to Nashville on lumber 
is 10 cents per hundred pounds, while 
the rates over the same route from 
Dalton to many intermediate points in 
Alabama and Tennessee run from 11 to 
14 cents. This is declared to be in 
violation of the long and short haul 
clause. ' 

The railroads’ practice of charging 
higher rates from Dalton to interme- 
diate points on dressed lumber than 
On rough lumber is alleged to be un- 
just and discriminatory because, the 
complaint states, high-grade lumber is 
usually shipped rough, and low-grade 
lumber is dresed before shipment. 

Complainant asks that these prac- 
tices be stopped; that rates be re- 
duced and that $3,051.53 reparation 
be awarded on account of overcharges.

J. E. Wood Goes to Baxley: to 
Confer With Promoters of 
Project---Says It Can Be Fin- 
ished if Contract Is Let at 
Once. * 


Plans for the construction 6: « stee! 
bridge across the. Altamaha river, b-. 
tween Appling and Toombs counties, 
near Bell’s ferry, which is now the 
only means of crossing at that point, 
have been completed and were carried 
to Baxley last night by J. E. Wood, of 
Atlanta, agent for the Massillon, Ohio, 
Bridge and Structural Company. 

Mr. Wood spent two weeks at Bax- 
ley and gathered all the data neces- 


posed bridge. It is stated it will cost 
about .$30,000 to built it, and of this 
amount $10,000 has been raised in Ap- 
pling and $10,000 in Toombs counties. 
Efforts are now being made by en- 
terprising citizens of Baxley to get the 
balance of the fund so that work may 
be begun immediately. 

The bridge proper is to be 565.6 feet 
long with a 200-foot draw in the cen- 
ter. On the Toombs county side there 
will have to be built about 5,640 feet 
of wooden trestle work threugh the 
swamp, though it is possible to use 
the swamp road until this can be done. 

Mr. Wood stated before leaving At- 
lanta that if a contract for the bridge 
could be let at once it could un- 
doubtedly be completed in time for the 
1911 fall tour aroung the state, this 
being the point where the cars will 
have to cross the river. At present 
the only means of crossing the Alta- 
maha anywhere in south Georgia is 
by ferry. 

The proposed bridge is to be a ie 
stantial one and Mr. Wood states that 
when completeq it will support a 20- 
ton steam road roller.

CENTRAL’S REPORT

Indications are that the annual re- 
port of the railroads for the last fis- 
cal year, July 1, 1910, to June 10, 1911, 
will show greater prosperity than for 
any other period in the history of the 
state. ; :

It 
shows that its gross earnings  in- 
creased more than ga half million dol- 
lars, and its net earnings about a 
quarter of a million.

Gross earnings for the fiscal year 
of 1910 and 1911, $10,190,074.49, against 
$9,581,193.66, for the previous year. 

Net earnfngs, $3,511,481.30, against

Operating expenses, 
against $6,358,927.23. 

Gross earnings, per mile, 
against $7,190.39. : 

Operating expenses, 
$5,012.08, against $4,772.18. 

Net carnings, per mile, 
against $2,418.21. 

Operating expenses do not include 
taxes or any kind of permanent im- 
provements. 

The figures are for the company’s 
operations in Georgia alone. The mile- 
age in this state is $1,332.51, and the 
side tracks and lines $459.81; an in- 
crease of about 10 miles over the last 
fiscal year. 

The showing is regarded as a splen- 
aid one, and as reflecting the- great 
prosperity of the state as a whole. 

Other big roads have not reported, 

but are expected to do so within the 
next week or ten days. The smaller 
lines show ‘increases relatively simi- 
lar to those made by the Central.

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COTTON MARKET REVIEW | 


Nek York, September i1.—The lead- 
ing featureg of interest in cotton dur- 
ing the week were wild fluctuations in 
the August delvery, On the one hand, 
and the government crop condition re- 
port, on the other. Prices have de- 
clined during the week 15 to 24 points 
on futures, and 40 points on spots. Ac- 
cording to the government figures, the 
condition of the crop on Alfgust 26 
was 73.2 44 cent, against 89.1 per 
cent on July 26, 72.1 per cent a year 
ago and 63.7 two years ago. The ten- 
year average was 73.5 per cent. 

Factors making for lower pricss 
have been the generally favorable crop 
accounts and steady southern sell- 
ing, @s wel as selling for foreign ac- 
count, partl because of unsettled 
foreign politics. Besides these fac- 
tors, mills have continued and, in 
Many instances, increased the curtail- 
ment of productions perhaps as an 
answer to recent advice to plant- 
ere by southern politicians to 
hold cotton for 18 cents.” Recently 
the hot, dry and unfavorable condi- 
tions in Texas and Oklahoma were 
relieved by good rains and lower tem- 
peratrures, as was also the case in 
parts of the eastern cotton producing 
region, while excessive rains in the 
south central belt have been succeeded 
by clear weather. The’ receipts of 
new cotton are looming larger daily, 
offerings of new cotton are increasing 
and the spotted condition of general 
trade leads many to beleve that sup- 
niles of raw cotton will be ample for 
current Tequirements. Yet it must 
be borne in mind thatthe crop is not 
yet gathered; that it can be easily 
damaged by storms, ‘insects, or by 
early frosts, and that local stocks are 
small and are centrolled by powerful 
interests. Then, too, Many unfavora- 
ble crop accounts have been received. 
Arkansas has complained of damage 
by insects and shedding. 

Mississippi and Alabama have sent 
emphatic complaints of worm damadze 
and there has undoubtedly been dam- 
age by the recent drought as well as 
by army worms in the southwest, al- 
though the recent rains and cooler 
weather have repaired much of the 
damage in Texas and Oklahoma. It 
has, moreover, been averreq that there

New Orleans Review. 


New Orleans, September 1.-—The net 
results in the cotfon market this week 
were a decline of 19 to 20 
high prices were made on iday and 
the low prices on Wednesday; at the 
highest the list was 7 to 11 points un- 
der last week's close; at the lowest it 
was 40 to 41 points under. The range 
was 29 to 34 pointa. 

The main even} of the week waa the 
government's report. on condition, pud- 
lished Friday, which was the last day 
of the week owing to the triple Labor 
day holiday. The report of 73.2 as the 
condition of the crop on August 25 
was considerably lower than expected, 
but it had little effect, owing to the 
willingness of bears to load the mar- 
ket up with their offerings. It was fol- 
lowed Dy a rise of about a dollar a 
bale, which put’ the market to the 
highest level of the week. 

This week was the last week of the 
old season. Complete statistics regard- 
ing the old crop were not issued, but 
the count of the commercial crop was 
larger than expected. Secretary Hester 
put it at 12,120,095 bales. This is the 
first crop to start with the figure 12, 
although there have been crops in 
the 13,000,000. Few traders expected 
<o see the crop go over 12,000,00 bales 
the popular estimate was 11,800,000. 
The visible supply on the first day of 
the new season was larger than it was 
generally expected to be. It was put 
at 829,238 bales against 790,179.a year 
ago. A few months ago there were 
few people in the market who believed 
that the visible supply on this first of 
September would be larger than the 
visible on the first of last September. 
The larger visible was due to the heavy 
receipts of new crop cotton in July and 
August. This movement, which 
amounted to 280,263 bales, was the 
largest on record. 3

last week and 999 this week last year.
